her to return 
to 
England, pointing out th e 
ad­ 
va n ta ge s to be gained by th e edu- 
: cation and position which there aw ait 
' her. tillt to this tim e she lins made no 
decision, and it seems as though she 
will remain in East Liverpool rather 
than sacrifice the love of lier mother. 
W hen the few people who know th e 
details of the romance first learned 
the story th e heroine was boarding 
in a place where she should not have 
been.
